I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  Information  and  consideration  the  Annual 
report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1 95^ • 

The  health  of  the  Borough  has  remained  satisfactory  through  the  year.  The 
population  continued  its  downward  trend  which  had  been  evident  since  195^>  the  mid¬ 
year  estimate  being  47,740,  The  birth  rate  at  15»0  per  thousand  was  an  Improvement 
on  the  previous  year.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  at  29  approximated  closely  to 
the  average  for  the  previous  recent  years. 

The  death  rate  1 5  »3  Per  thousand  continued  its  upward  swing.  Reference  to  the 
table  of  classification  of  causes  of  death  reveals  a  most  welcome  reduction  on  those 
dying  from  tuberculosis  -  5>  the  outstanding  susceptibility  of  the  male  to  cancer 
of  the  lung  bronchus  -  13  males  0  females,  and  to  angina  -  67  males  31  females. 

An  auspicious  start  was  made  in  the  Corporation’s  Slum  Clearance  programme 
a  most  important  feature  of  which  is  the  intention  to  re-develop  as  many  of  these 
sites  as  is  practicable. 

Staffing  difficulties  continued  and  unfortunately  no  improvement  can  be 
envisaged.  The  Department  was  therefore  enforced  to  continue  to  work  on  a  day 
to  day  basis, 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Department  and  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever  ready  help 
and  co-operation.

LEANS  OF  ESCAPE  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE 


Reports  and  recommendations  with  respect  of  work  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  are  made  to 
the  Watch,  Parks  and  Cemeteries  Committee  of  the  Council. 


During  the  year  sixteen  visits  were  made  to  premises  which  were  not  provided  with  suitable 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  Of  these  visits  six  were  made  in  connection  with  work  which  was 
continuing  from  the  preceding  year.  As  a  result  of  these  visits  Certificates  of  Suitability 
were  issued  in  respect  of  eight  factories.  Details  of  the  work  required  and  completed  prior  to 
the  issue  of  the  Certificates  are  given  below:- 

I*  One  new  external  steel  staircase  from  first  floor  to  ground  level. 

2.  Extension  of  external  steel  staircase  serving  three  floors,  from  a  point  at  first 

floor  level  over  the  roof  of  the  newly  attached  building  and  thence  to  ground  level 
in  yard. 

3.  The  fitting  of  approved  fasteners  to  designated  exits. 

4.  The  removal  of  obstruction  to  exits. 

5.  The  marking  of  designated  exits  in  the  approved  manner. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION

An. average  emission  of  3*75  minutes  of  black  smoke  per  half  hour  was  recorded. 

This  authority  is  a  member  of  both  the  North  destern  Division  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement 
Society  and  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  have  to  report  that  little  has  been  done  with  respect  to  Smoke 
Abatement,  the  continued  frequency  of  staff  changes,  and  deficiences  sake  it  Impossible  to  give 
the  attention  to  this  w ork  that  its  importance  merits,.  The  amount  of  Solid  Matter  deposited 
per  sq,  mile,  as  given  in  the  tables  on  pages  42,  43  and  44  shows  positive  evidence  of  the 
necessity  for  sustained  vigilance. 

The  recording  of  the  extent  of  atmospheric  pollution  has  continued  during  the  year. 

The  apparatus  in  use  consists  of  three  standard  deposit  gauges  for  the  measurement  of  soot, 
dust,  and  grit,  etc.,  whilst  three  load  peroxide  instruments  measure'the  amounts  of  active  sulphur 
dioxide  present  in  the  atmosphere.  These  results  are  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research.

PRESERVED  FOODS,  etc.,

A  free  service  for  the  destruction  of  Rats' and  Mice  Is  given  to  occupiers  of  dwelling- 
houses  conditional  on  there  being  no  contributory  negligence.  In  all  other  cases  the  full 
cost  of  the  work  and  materials  is  borne  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  and  In  this  connection 
the  sum  of  £88,  2s,  4d.  was  recovered  during  the  year.
